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Ve AND YEARS AGO the original residents of 
this tract of land, which is now a part of Henry County, 
Virginia, had never thought of Chemistry or Nylon. 
Their first consideration was obtaining such foods as they 
could find for their fami- 
lies and keeping out of 
the way of other Indian 
tribes. Then came the 
white man _ with his 
*““blunder-buss”’ and what 
was then considered mod- 
ern design for living. 

The white men cleared _ 
the forest and built them- 
selves fine “plantation” 
homes. They brought in 
labor and began to ex- 
tract a comfortable liv- 
ing from the soil in the 
form of cotton and to- 
bacco. 

A few years later, the 
first representatives of 
E. I. du Pont de Ne- 
mours and Company 
came to this fair land 
from across the sea to 
establish themselves and 
seek their fortunes in in- 


dustry on the banks of 
the “Brandywine.” From this beginning “Better things for 
better living... through Chemistry” finally developed. 


About 1900 our company began an extensive program of 


expansion by entering into the manufacture of various 
chemicals, dyestuffs, finishes, and man-made fibres. Experi- 
mental work continued from year to year to develop useful 
products, many of which were purely chemical in their

@.vrke-up. One of these experiments has resulted in a new 
fibre material known as Nylon. 
The development of this man-made fibre from the test 
tube to the commercial production stage was realized when 
the first Nylon plant 
began operations in Octo- 
ber, 1939 at Seaford, 
Delaware. 

The variety of use and 
the demand for Nylon 
products proved so ex- 
tensive that plans were 
immediately begun for 
the construction of a 
second plant at Martins- 
ville, Virginia. This 
plant was completed and 
turned over to the Op- 
erating Personnel in Sep- 
tember, 1941. 

During the interval be- 
tween drawing of the 
plans and the complete 
job, a story can be 
written of the problems, 
headaches, and accom- 
plishments of the Con- 
struction Personnel. 

The problems of hir- 


ing and training operat- 
ing personnel were sufficiently solved within a compara- 


tively short time and actual production of Nylon started in 
om Martinsville on November 3, 1941. 


A year has passed since many of us came to Martinsville 
to aid in the manufacture of Nylon for hosiery, brush bristles, 
fish lmes and other peace-time products. 

November 8, 1942, finds us giving our best, making Nylon 
for War uses.
